he well-known Professor Lowell is 


the at upholder of the canal theory. 
He has’ taken scores of photographs 
showing the danni and published huh- 


dreds of maps and drawings. He has 
definitely placed over four hundred cau- 
als, of which fifty are double, The canals. 
vary in length from a few hundred miles 
to thousands. Some are long enough 
to reach from London to New York; 
some of them are twenty miles broad.’ 
The ‘‘oases,’’ or street corners, so to 
speak—the points where the canals cross 
—are often fifty miles in diameter, 


There was another theory, besides this 
of a superhuman race whose engineers 
would make our own seem in compari- 
son like babies playing on the sands 
with spades. The famous scientist, Dr. 
Alfred Russel Wallace, has accounted 
for the lines by suggesting that the 
ontér layer of Mars is of a different 
nature from the interior, and cools more 
qaickly. And so, as the planet has cool- 
ed—all planets cool as they grow old- 
er—the skin of Mars has shrunk and 
cracked. 

But now the announcement is made 
that the much-discussed lines do not 
exist at all! The latest photographs, 
taken by aid of a 60-inch telescope, 
prove conclusively, it seems, that for the 
canal theory, on which so many sensa- 
romances have been~ founded, 
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on ocean currents, atmospheric electric- 
ity, radioactivity of the sea and air, 
salinity of the sea water and analysis of 
the atmosphere will also be undertaken. 

Another point to which Mr. Wright 
intends to devote considerable attention 
is the investigation of the crystal struc- 
ture of ice from the point of view of 
its age and past history. Should any 
simple relation be found connecting the 
crystal structure and. the age of ice 
considerable light would at once be 
thrown upon the origin of the great ice 
barrier—that vast floating ice sheet, 200 
feet high, 200 miles long and of un- 
known width, which has so long puzzled 
the mind of the geologist.

Once with three oti officers and 
seven dragoons, he set out on a patrol 
into the enemy’s country. On one oceca- 
sion he was dismounted by a French 
lancer and narréwly escaped death, Fin- 
ally, the little party was cornered in 
| the courtyard of an inn at Reichshofen, 
and all but one surrendered, This was 
Count Zeppelin, Escaping, he got hold 
of another horse and made his way back 
to his own army through a mountainous 
and woody district infested by the 
enemy. During his adventurous ride he 
hid for two whole days in a thick wood 
surrounded by French troops; ultimate- 
ly managing to evade them, and gelting 
through with valuable information. 

Another adventure illustrates the 
Count’s wonderful skill as a swimmer, 
[t was during the war with Austria in 
1866 that he had to carry a despatch 
across the river. But all the bridges 
were held by the enemy, He mounted 
his horse, and the animal was galloped 
to such an extent that it dropped dead 
just when, it reached a spot beyond the 
enemy’s fire. In full uniform, with 
boots reaching to the knee, the Count 
attempted to swim the river, Just in.the 
middle his strength left him. He let 
himself go, touched the bottom, pushed 
himself off again, and continued this 
process until he reached the other bank. 

It would be difficult to point to a 
more varied and exciting career than 
that of.the veteran inventor, and it is 


characteristic of the man that although 
some eight years ago, to quote his own 
words, ‘‘I actually decided, in an out- 
burst of despair, to give up the fateful
